The laſt and woꝛ ſt Let, is the holding the 
moꝛtalitp of the ſoule. There is a curſed ge⸗ 
neration that ſit downe to eate, and dꝛinke, 
and riſe vp to plap, and hold that their ſoales 
in death vaniſh away like a dogges.

But becauſe the diſputer of this wozlde- 
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renounces Chꝛiſtian pꝛinciples, we will ens 
ter the liſtes of reaſon with him a little) and 
fotle him in his pꝛoper element. Che lence is 
ſo coꝛrupted by a great obiect, that it cannot 
indure the leffe, No2 example. The epe is ſo 
dazeled with the beames ofthe Sun, that it 
canot iudicially diſcerne colours in an obſcu⸗ 
rer light.

And J will but 
fatch the moſt admirable gradation of the 
creatures, ſome whereof are onelp bodily,as 
beaſts; ſome ſpirituall as Angels: ſome both 
ſpirituall, and ſenſtble, as man: the one in re⸗ 
kþec of his ſoule, the other of his body. Ther⸗ 
de, my beloued, be thou ſtedfaſt, immonea- 
ble, x aboundant in mourning foz thine ini⸗ 
quittes, fo: as much as thou knoweſt thy ſoꝛ⸗

hcauenly wozdes Chꝛiſt vttered in the ex-

Behold how hee 
callethhis father his God twice, what time 
his wzath ceazed vpon him in an incompꝛe⸗ 


'henſible maner. Sozrow not to much when
